THE GREAT LAKES FOOD SUPPLY. 
Our neighbors, the Canadians, are seeking © 
to accomplish one result which seriously 


preservation of the fish supply of the great 
lakes. ‘To do thie there must be concerted 
action between the province of Ontario aud | 
the adjacent states on this side of the line, 
The Toronto Globe asserts that the prov- 


enforce such regulations as will restore the 
food capacity of the lakes, which has been 
seriously diminished by indiscriminate net- 
ting as well as by poaching. To such an 
extent has this been carried on, and so fre- 
quent were the complaints of the Canadian 
fishermen, who were obliged to obserye a. 
close season, while the Americaus were fish- 
ing all the time, that the provincial 4uthori- 
ties at one time ‘contemplated giving up all 
efforte to. preserve the fish and let the work 
of grill divers afd destruction goon. It was 
argued that if Americans would not assist 
the supply would soon be depleted and the 
Canadians might as well catch all the fish 


| they could while there were any left. . 


It is creditable to the. Canadians that they 


sought to induce the lake states tojoin them 
-in adopting and enforcing such measures as 
will keep up the supply. All the states 
bordering on the lakes, except New York, 
have expressed their willingness to codp-. 
erate with the Canadians, As the New 
York commission wil) shortly meet it will 
undoubtedly join its neighbors in bringing 
about this most important result. 

Under proper regulations the great lakes 
are capable of producing an abundant sup- 
‘ply of food fish. In all the states adjacent 
to the lakes there is a close season for game, 
but game under the most favorable condi- 
tions never can be so plentiful as fish, nor 
is it one of the staple foods. It is a luxury. 
The great majority .9f the people never 
have it on their tables./ Fish’ is a whole- 
some, simple, and common diet, and there 
is no reasov why it should not be even more 
plentiful than meats and much cheaper. If 
there were a close season and a stop put to 
indiscriminate netting, and the Jakes were 
restocked, the supply of*fishevould be ample 
to’ meet the demand of Canada and the lake 
states also. If some protection 
| forded lake fish ere long will become as great 
a luxury as game. In this important matter

During the last ten years or so 
the sultan has increased the number of the 
women of his harem to such an extent that 
births are now of frequent occurrence, and 
ever since three of thege imperial births at 
the Yildiz kiosk took place within’ the 
space of one week the practice of notifying 
the event by gun salutes and by solemn 
communications to the foreign i eae has 
been abandoned.

Beno’s “ stunt consisted in driv- 
ing an awl Into his skull. For years he ap- 
parently suffered no serious results.

holes were found in the top of his head and 
many others which had entirely -healed:

It was 
nearly three-quarters of an inch thick. 
‘Another accomplishment for which thou- 
sands of persons have paid to see Beno was 
that of eating strychnine. It was said that 
tn one Gose he could eat a sufficient amount 
to kill nin’ or ten men. The hospital sur- 
aleo made an experiment, and found 
he was able to take three or four grains 
with no evil results.
